Whereas there have been but eighty-six days in the 
present session, exclusive of Sundays and holidays, four 
working days having been lost in the Christmas recess; and 
Whereas certain important matters are still to be con- 
sidered : 


Now, therefore, I, W. Cameron Forbes, Governor-General 
of the Philippine Islands, by virtue of the authority vested 
in me by section seven of the Act of Congress dated July 
first, nineteen hundred and two, do hereby order that a 
special session of the Philippine Legislature be convened 
m the city of Manila on the second day of February, nine- 
teen hundred and twelve, said session to endure from Feb- 
ruary second to February sixth, exclusive of Sunday, 
February fourth, to consider only those bills which have 
been passed by one house of the Legislature but which have 
not yet been approved by the other, and such other matters 
as may be submitted^hereafter from time to time by executive 
message before the closing of the special session herein 
provided for.

can be declared a public holiday to the great advantage of 
the banking and importing and exporting houses, and of the 
public in general, and that retail establishments may keep 
open and transact business, should they so desire:

No. 4. 

The following Act of the Congress of the United States, 
having been approved by the President of the United States 
on the twenty-third day of March, anno Domini nineteen 
hundred and twelve, is hereby published for the information 
and guidance of all concerned: 

“An Act to amend an Act approved July first, nineteen 
hundred and two, entitled ‘An Act temporarily to 
provide for the administration of the affairs of civil 
government in the Philippine Islands, and for other 
purposes/ 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled , 
That section four of the Act of Congress approved July 
first, nineteen hundred and two, entitled ‘An Act temporarily 
to provide for the administration of the affairs of civil 
government in the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes/ 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 4. That all inhabitants of the Philippine Islands 
continuing to reside therein who were Spanish subjects on 
the eleventh day of April, eighteen hundred and ninety-nine, 
and then resided in said islands, and their children born 
subsequent thereto, shall be deemed and held to be citizens 
of the Philippine Islands and as such entitled to the pro- 
tection of the United States, except such as shall have elected 
to preserve their allegiance to the Crown> of Spain in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the treaty of peace between the 
United States and Spain signed at Paris December tenth, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight: Provided, That the Phil- 
ippine Legislature is hereby authorized to provide by law 
for the acquisition of Philippine citizenship by those natives 
of the Philippine Islands who do not come within the fore- 
going provisions, the natives of other insular possessions of 
the United States, and such other persons residing in the 
Philippine Islands who could become citizens of the United 
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States under the laws of the United States if residing 
therein.

“A God fearing nation like ours owes it to its inborn and 
sincere sense of moral duty to testify its devout gratitude 
to the All Giver for the countless benefits it has enjoyed. 
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“For many years it has been customary at the close of the 
year for the National Executive to call upon his fellow 
countrymen to offer praise and thanks to God for the mani- 
fold blessings vouchsafed to them in the past and unite in 
earnest suppliance for their continuance. 

“The year now drawing to a close has been notably favor- 
able to our fortunate land, at peace within and without, free 
from the perturbations and calamities that have afflicted 
other peoples, rich in harvests so abundant and in industries 
so productive that the overflow of our prosperity has ad- 
vantaged the whole world. Strong in the steadfast conserva- 
tion of the heritage of self-government bequeathed to us by 
the wisdom of our fathers and firm in the resolve to transmit 
that heritage, unimpaired, but rather improved by good use, 
to our children and our children’s children for all time to 
come, the people of this country have abounding cause for 
contented gratitude. 

“Wherefore, I, William Howard Taft, President of the 
United States of America, in pursuance of long established 
usage and in response to the wish of the American people, 
invite my countrymen, wheresoever they may sojourn, to join 
on Thursday, the twenty-eighth day of this month of No- 
vember, in appropriate ascription of praise and thanks to God 
for the good gifts that have been our portion and in humble 
prayer that his great mercies toward us may endure.

Whereas a popularly elected legislative body having full 
participation in the government of the country and a system 
of schools open to the youth of the entire Archipelago exemp- 
lify the measure of the present fulfillment of his ideals: 

Now, therefore, I, Newton W. Gilbert, Acting Governor- 
General of the Philippine Islands, proclaim, that in the 
early morning of December twenty-ninth, nineteen hundred 
and twelve, the society “Caballeros de Rizal,” supported by 
Philippine Constabulary, will bear the remains of Jose Rizal 
from their present place of deposit to the session hall of 
the Philippine Assembly, where they shall lie in state for 
twenty-four hours, under an appropriate guard of honor 
from these organizations. 

On the morning of Rizal Day, at 7.30 o’clock the young 
men and boys of the public, and accredited private, schools, 
shall assemble at the Ayuntamiento and conduct the remains 
to the site of the monument upon the Luneta, where appro- 
priate exercises will be held. 

A committee consisting of Mr. Austin Craig, Honorable 
Mariano Ponce, and Doctor Maximino Paterno, is hereby 
designated to make all necessary arrangements and carry 
into effect the provisions of this proclamation.

Now, therefore, I, Newton W. Gilbert, Acting Governor- 
General of the Philippine Islands, by virtue of the authority 
in me vested by Act Numbered One thousand eight hundred 
and eighteen, and there being, in my judgment, sufficient rea- 
sons therefor, do hereby proclaim Tuesday, December thirty- 
first, nineteen hundred and twelve, as a public holiday. 
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In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and 
caused the seal of the Government of the Philippine Islands 
to be affixed.
